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SPECTACULAR 
FIRE SWEEPS 
GRAIN MILL 

AT EUREKA 


Burning Material Falls 
Over Wide Area, In- 
cluding Highway — 
Damage May 
Amount to $460,000. 


A spectacular fire swept 
through a grain mill and ware- 
housés owned by a farm co- 
operative at Eureka early today. 
Officials said the damage might 
run as high as $460,000. 

Flames, feeding on _ stored 
grain, leaped 150 to 200 feet in 

air. Burning grain fell over 
A area. Some fell on U.S. 
Highway 66-50, three blocks to 
the north. 

The mill and one warehouse 
section of the co-operative, op- 
erated by the Farm Bureau 
Service Co. of Missouri, were 
virtually destroyed. Another 
warehouse section was severely 
damaged, 

Flames also engulfed a Mis- 
souri Pacitic Railroad boxcar, 
loaded with soybean meal. The 
boxcar was on a railroad siding. 

Automatic Alarm. 

A thermostat -operated siren 
was set off by the heat from the 
blaze at about 2 a.m., sounding 
an alarm that brought firemen 
from Eureka and the nearby 
communities of Ballwin, Pacific 
and Valley Park. 

Firemen soon began runfing 
low on water but managed to 
replenish their supply by mak- 
ing a connection with Eureka’s 
new water system, which is not 
quite ready for general service. 

The red glow of the flames 
could be seen as far as Man- 
chester, 15 miles away. Motor- 
ists on Highway 66-50 turned off 
to see the blaze, which was 
brought under control in an hour. 

The co-operative’s buildings 
are on Central avenue fn Eu- 
reka. They are flanked by the 
tracks of the Missouri Pacific 
and Frisco railroads. 

One Train Delayed. 

A Frisco train was delayed 
about 30 minutes because of fire 
hose lines across the tracks, but 
Missouri Pacific trains were not 
halted. 

Fire Chief Fred J. Arnold of 
Eureka said the fire apparently 
resulted from defective wiring. 

The virtually demolished one- 
story warehouse section con- 


tained substantial quantities of | 


corn, oats, soybeans and other 
grain. 

An adjoining five-story mill 
building, converted from a grain 
elevator, also was virtually de- 
stroyed. It contained expensive 
machinery, which was heavily 
damaged.

State Tax Assessment Unequal 


They Charge Commission With ‘Deliber- 


ately Ordering’ 


Increase That 


Was Too Great. 


Ten St. Louis corporations 
charged the State Tax Commis- 
sion today with ‘‘deliberately or- 
dering” a higher property as- 
sessment against them than 
against comparable companies 


anywhere else in Missouri. : 


Assessments on the St. Louis 
firms totaled $5,335,587. The 
charge of “unequal valuation” 
was made in a suit which was 
to be filed today in the Cole 
County Circuit Court. 


The suit said the commission 
on July 9 issued an order ‘“‘which 
purported to equalize the valua- 
tion of real property among the 
respective counties of Missouri, 
including the City of St. Louis.” 

Under that order, the plaintiffs 
contended, the Tax Commission 
has “deliberately and intention- 
ally” permitted unequal valua- 
tion not only of the petitioners’ 
properties but of other real prop- 
erty in St. Louis. 


The suit contended that Sec-} 


tion 14 of the Missouri Consti- 
tution provides for equalization 
of assessments among counties 
and that this provision has been 
violated by the tax commission. 


The petitioners cited a state 
law providing that the tax com- 
mission ‘‘shall equalize the valu- 
ations of real and tangible per- 
sonal property among the coun- 
ties by studying abstracts of all 
taxable property in the counties 
and abstracts of real estate 
sales.” 


The State Tax Commission of 
Missouri at the time of issuing 
its equalization order “‘knew or 
should have known that the As- 
sessor of the City of St. Louis 
had failed for the year 1959 and 
has failed continuously since 
1947 to file abstracts of all tax- 
able property in the city,” the 
suit said.

Who Should Plan Highways? 


As a visitor to St. Louis, I found 
the difficulties which have been en- 
countered in the planning of the 
Daniel Boone Expressway very in- 
teresting. Other states—I am par- 
ticularly familiar with New York— 
have had similar problems. I am 
not aware of any case where 
changes in procedure have not 
made the matter worse, because 
the changes have been to make it 
easier to override protests. 


The design and location of a 
highway raise questions which are 
political in natyre because they rep- 
resent a conflict of interests. 


On one side there is the interest 
of the motorist in speed and con- 
venience and the concern of the 
Highway Department to stretch its 
budget as far as possible. On the 
other the interest of the resident 
in his home, the value and appear- 
ance of his property, as well as the 
interest of the citizen in forest, 
wildlife, soi] and conservation. 


All these matters are germane to 
the construction of a highway. But 
no mechanism is available to give 
assurance that all of these facets 
receive honest consideration. 

The final decision in the location 
of a highway should be the re- 
sponsibility of a group independent 
of the Highway Department and 
consisting of economists, commu- 
nity planning experts, conservation- 
ists and engineers, which can con- 
duct hearings and weigh conflicting 

. interests in such a way that the 
citizen can have some confidence 
that he has at least had a fair 
hearing, even if the final decision 
does not please him. 

At present when the Highway De- 
partment conducts hearings, many 
of us have had grave doubts about 
even the capacity of the engineers 
to understand or appreciate the na- 
ture of the protests we are making; 
in other cases we have sensed a 
very real unwillingness on the part 
of engineers to entertain criticisms.

Under these circumstances there 
is only one recourse: to raise as 
much political clamor as possible 
in the hope of bringing pressure on 
the various officials who appoint 
the engineers, When this happens, 
the size of the affected community 
rather than the wisdom of the de- 
sign tends to control the decision. 
And those whose protests lose out 
feel a bitterness and a frustration 
which can affect the political health 
of the whole community. 

It has been very wisely pointed 
out that the design of highways is 
far too important a matter to be 
left solely to engineers. All our 
knowledge and intelligence need to 
be brought to bear on this matter.

Now a release of correspondence by Sena- 
tor Kefauver, chairman of the Judiciary sub- 
committee which has condugted the tenure 
hearings, shows Attorney General Rogers as 
officially opposed. The head of the Justice 
Department, and the President’s chief legal 
adviser, says that the seven years which the 
limitation has been in force are “too. short 
a time fairly to test its efficacy,” and “‘it 
would seem wise, therefore, to defer any 
legislative action.” 

There is a big hole in this argument that 
the country needs more time to make up its 
mind on the Twenty-second Amendment. The 
occasion for electing a President to a third 
term would be a grave international emer- 
gency—such as a war that included the period 
of a presidential campaign and election. No 
amount of putting the amendment on the 
shelf—to use Mr. Eisenhower's expression— 
is going to enable the country to meet some 
future emergency, if it so desires, by con- 
tinuing a President in office. The amending 
process takes time. In the case of the 
Twenty-second Amendment it took from 
March 12, 1947 (date of submission by Con- 
gress) until Feb. 27, 1951 (date of ratification 
by the thirty-sixth state). 


The plain fact is that the main harm of 
this amendment, passed as a partisan re- 
prisal against the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
can only be done in time of crisis when it 
would be impossible constitutionally to re- 
move the limitation in order that a success- 
ful presidential leader might be continued in 
office. 

We think we know why the White House 
has cooled on repealing this unwise amend- 
ment after first favoring its removal from the 
Constitution. It is because at least 11 Repub- 
lican Senators who voted for it would thus be 
called on to reverse themselves, something 
Minority Leader Dirksen is not very eager 
to ask them to do. Here they are—approxi- 
mately one third the total Republican mem- 
bership in the Senate:

tomatoes, with lettuce, with mustard and even 
with garlic, or any variation of these. Variety 
is the spice of the American hamburger.. And 
then there is the Texasbufger which is full of 
many of these ingredients and salad and chili 
pepper as well, its four inches of height indi- 
cating the grandeur that is Texas. 

In Miss Pobedinskaia’s hamburger we.,see 
again the difficulty in making comparisons 
based on limited experience. It is fortunate 
indeed that comparisons of American and 
Russian ballistic missiles are based on lim- 
ited experience, but that is not true of peace- 
ful competition in hamburgers. Miss Pobe- 
dinskaia has hit us Americans where it hurts, 
but not very much. 


Gas Tax Defeats 


Tentative votes against a gasoline tax in- 
crease by the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee confirm the sentiment of Congress against 
President Eisenhower's plan to keep the inter- 
state highway program going. While these 


votes could be reversed, no more than a half- . 


dozen members of the '25-member committee 
supported higher federal gas taxes. 
Meanwhile the nation is getting more and 
more evidence of a shutdown on interstate 
construction because the Highway Trust Fund 
has run out of money. Missouri has just post- 
poned bid letting on 89 miles of state high- 
way construction, including one mile of the 
Mark Twain Expressway. If Congress does 
not find some way to replenish trust fund 
revenues by October, Missouri will have to 
hold up $35,000,000 in highway projects. 
Construction delay is costly in several ways. 
As a Kansas road contractor told the commit- 
tee in Washington, “If I can, upon completion 
of a project, start another within a reasonable 
period while I still have my equipment, per- 
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the industry’s efficiency. 


Steel wages now lead the whole economy; 
if they go up excessively, they will drag with 
them wages in every other industry. Even 
if, by an unlikely miracle, steel prices were 
not raised, the prices of many other industrial 
goods would be, and the result would be just 
what has happened in every other round of 
the wage-cost push that has dominated the 
economy for 12 years—an illusory rise in 
money wages, most of which soon vanishes 
into higher prices, which in turn work hard- 
ship on many other groups of the population 
and set up stresses throughout the economy. 


If this process is to be stopped, as every- 
body professes to advocate, it will have to be 
stopped with this year’s steel settlement, and 
that means steel wage increases must be re- 
lated to increased productivity. To industry 
as a whole, labor costs are twice as important 
as all other costs combined. Over the past 
dozen years, hourly compensation of all indus- 
trial workers has gone up 66 per cent while 
the rise in real product per manhour has gone 
up only 33 per cent. There is simply no way 
to stabilize prices unless the two factors are 
brought into better balance. The steel settle- 
ment, because it will set a pattern, is the 
place to start. 


We believe the steel industry can afford a 
moderate increase in wage costs, in the form 
of wages or welfare benefits. But the record 
earnings of the companies this year do not 
change the fact that a wage increase greatly 
in excess of what is justified by increased 
productivity can have only one effect, and 
that is an inflationary effect. 


Old Rock House Saved 


The National Park Service came in for no 
little criticism locally when it was announced 
some months ago that Manuel Lisa’s Old Rock 
House would be demolished in the reshaping 
of the earth grades on the riverfront memo- 
rial. The memorial is dedicated to westward 
expansion, and no better symbol of that era 
could be found that this link to St. Louis’s 
earliest days—the warehouse in which the 
fur trader stored his pelts from up the rivers. 
Now the National Park Service is removing 
the old stone structure, but with the greatest 
of care. Each piece has been numbered so 
the house can be reassembled at another site 
in the memorial grounds. The plan now is to 
develop it as one of the museums which visit- 
ors will be invited to see. Score a gain for 
the salvation of historic landmarks. 


Hawaii Goes In for Democracy 


The people of Hawaii deserve the enthusi- 
astic congratulations of the people of the 49 
other states. In conducting their first state 
and national election, Hawaiians have set 
standards in the use of the ballot so high that 
their 176,000,000 fellow citizens will do well 
to mark the results for their own future 
reference. 

First, 170,000 of the 183,000. registered 
voters went to the polls. That is 93 per cent 
and a figure seldom .even approached in other 
states. It is nine to 10 times the voter par- 
ticipation in some Southern elections. 


‘Second, the Hawaiians have gone in for the 
two-party system. They checked over the 


list of nominees and chose some Republicans 


atid some Democrats. As a result of this 
ballot ‘aplitting, they will haye a Republican 
Governor and a Democratic majority in their 
congressional delegation. The single House 
seat goes to a Democrat, while each party will 
send a Senator to Washington. 

Third, the prediction that Hawaii would 
proye a mid-Pacifie demonstration of repre- 
sentatives of many races in public office has 
been fully realized. Three of the five leading 
offices go to a Hawaiian-American, a Jap- 
anese-American and a Chinese-American. Two 
posts go to natives of the continental United 
States, including, as St. Louisans will be glad 
to see, Gov.-Elect William F. Quinn, a gradu- 
ate of St. Louis University. 


To Help the Bi-State-Area 


The three universities in the St. Louis area 
—St. Louis University, Washington Univer- 
sity and Southern Illinois University—are to 
be commended for taking the lead in estab- 
lishment of a pilot commitee to co-ordinate 
the work of the public and private agencies 
of the Missouri-Illinois Bi-State region. With 
the Bi-State Agency better provided for by the 
Missouri and [Illinois Legislatures in 1959 
than ever before, there is every reason to ex- 
pect greater progress in metropolitan area 
matters than at any time in the past. This 
will require the very best in communication 
and exchange among related agencies in the 
two-state region. The new group, headed 
temporarily by W. Victor Weir, president of 
the St. Louis County. Water Co., and C. E. 
Townsend, Granite City Press-Record publish- 
er, has important community work to do. 
Some 2,000,000 people ought to be wishing 
it well.

Democracy and Social Reform, Not Communism, Are Avowed Goals of Castro Revolution 


An Open Letter to 
President Eisenhower 


Mr. President: 


Representing as we do the vast ma- 
jority of the civic, professional and 
religious 


ance given to the press on July 15th 
last that the United States Government 
does not accuse the Revolutionary 
Government of Cuba as Communist. 


At the same time, we protest as an 
offense to the sovereignty and dignity 
of .our nation the recent action by a 
subcommittee of the United States

took testimony

er from the armed 

Public Opinion forces of a neigh- 

bor nation. We be- 

lieve that it should 

not be necessary to repeat continu- 

ously that the Cuban Revolutionary 

Government is not Communist, nor is 

the 26th of July Movement nor its 

leaders. The principles and goals of 

this revolution have been clearly and 

repeatedly stated by Fidel Castro. We 

consider that, in dignity, we should not 

have to dwell on what the Cuban revo- 
lution is not. 


Our revolution did not start with the 
resistance against the despot, Batista. 
That was merely the rebellion which 
made the revolution possible. The 
revolution started on January Ist, 1959, 
upon the triumph of the rebellion, in 
the same way that what is known in 
the United States as the American 
revolution began with the world- 
shaking truths set down for the first 
time in history by Thomas Jefferson 
in the Declaration of Independence. 

These political doctrines of 1776 were 
upheld by Jose Marti and they are 
upheld by Fidel Castro and the people 
of Cuba in the Cuban revolution. Can 
these great truths even remotely be 
recoriciled with Communism? 


“They Decided to Come Here 
for Vacations—Now Move On 
and Stop Asking Questions.” 


But that is not the crux of the prob- 
lem. Political democracy alone, the 
nations are agreed, is not enbdugh. 
There must also be economic de- 
mocracy. 


The Cuban revolution, not wishing 
merely to copy any other system but 
to find solutions most applicable to 
our particular problems, has adopted 
its own methods. 


Agrarian reform, which the United 
States Government itself undertook in 
Puerto Rico and Japan, is obviously 
(as both Cuban and international econ- 
omists have long pointed out), an es- 
sential first step toward the solution 
of our economic problems. This meas- 
ure necessarily affects a number of 
large private United States corpora- 
tions, as well as Cuban. The inten- 
tion, however, is not to offend but to 
obey national necessities which we 
believe the people of the United States 
will understand. 

We believe that a higher degree of 
economic development in Cuba coin- 
cides with the best interests of both 
our countries and with the best in- 


terests of democracy itself, for Com- 
munism is an evil weed which does 
not grow on well-cultivated soil. 

We have witnessed innumerable un- 
friendly interventions in the past, im- 
moral ambassadorial intrigues, arms 
supplied to despots, hospitality toward 
deposed tyrants and their henchmen 
who have come to your shores heavy 
with wealth stolen from their coun- 
tries, threats of economic sanctions, 
laws refusing aid to any country which 
confiscates United States private prop- 
erties and, more recently, the United 
States delegate to the Organization of 
American States voting side-by-side 
with the delegates of the despots of 
Santo Domingo and Haiti against the 
delegates from the democratic nations 
of Latin America. When all of these 
things occur, it is the United States 
which betrays democracy, not we. 

One by one, the tyrants of Latin 
America have been overthrown by 
their peoples: Peron in Argentina, 
Rojas Pinilla in Colombia, Perez Jime- 
nez in Venezuela, Fulgencio Batista in 
Cuba, and the list could go back much 
further. Today there remains only 
Trujullo in Santo Domingo, Duvalier in 
Haiti, the Somozas in Nicaragua and, 
to a lesser degree in tyranny, perhaps, 
Sr. Stroessner in Paraguay. 

What Cuba has achieved already in 
its revolution serves as a beacon of 
hope to all of our sister nations still 
living under oppression. This revolu- 
tion, which belongs to all of America, 
cannot be destroyed, no matter how 
strong the campaign against us. We 
shall not betray our principles.

This is the first full-length portrait

northern Canada. There they 
encountered an ice line which 
was unusually late in breaking 
up this year. The result was 
that the birds were squeezed 
between two natural enemies 
which they could not overcome 
~<dry land and dust at the rear, 
forbidding ice at the front. As 
late as early June the ice line 
ran northwesterly from Winisk 
lake in Ontario, past Lynn lake 
in Manitoba, and up toward 
Fort Smith in the nortwest ter- 
ritories.

RETIREMENT PLAN 


CHICAGO, Sal's July 29 (AP)—The 
Air Lines Pilots Association | 
said yesterday it would demand 
pay increases if the Federal 
Government forces pilots to re- 
tire when they reach a certain 
age. 

The Federal Aviation 
has proposed that jet pilots be 
compelled to retire at 55; others 
at 60. It says the proposal is a 
salety measure. 


In a letter to the heads of all 
United States air carriers, C. 
N. Sayen, president of A.L.P.A., 
said that adoption of the FAA 
regulation would ‘‘drastically al- 
ter the earnings potential of in- 
dividuals currently engaged in 
air line piloting.’’ 

He said the reduction in many 
cases would amount to $200,000 
combining reduced earnings and 
retirement income. 

This, he wrote, would leave 
the association no alternative 
other than to seek to “restore 
the earnings potential within the 
shorter working career.” 

“We think the adoption of this 
regulation would thereby impose 
an unnecessary financial burden 
on the carriers in two respects: 
(1) by depriving them of the 
services of healthy, competent 
pilots in whom they have made 
a very substantial investment in 
training and experience; and 
(2) by causing the carriers to 
bear the financial burden of 
maintaining the career potential 
earnings of the pilot for a short- 
er working career,’’ he wrote. 

Sayen said the association had 
concluded retirement programs 
with most airlines that permit 
pilots to retire at an earlier age 
than the FAA proposes if their 
competency and health have 
deteriorated to a point that they 
should retire. 

At the same time, he added, 
these programs do not limit ex- 
perienced pilots who have main- 
tained their competency and 
health from continuing to fly as 
long as they meet standards.

TO ARREST OF 2 IN HOLDUP 


An attempt to cash a money 
order which had been stolen 
Monday in the $100 holdup of 
Clardel Drug Co., 5601 Delmar 
boulevard, led to the arrest of 
two former convicts yesterday.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC FORCE 
SET TO INVADE, CUBAN SAYS 


HAVANA, July 29 (UPI) — 
Cuban Foreign Minister Raul 
Roa says the Dominican Repub- 
lic has mustered an expedition- 
ary force of 20,000 men, ‘‘includ- 
ing foreigners,” which might in- 
vade Cuba at any moment. 

Roa told newsmen yesterday 
that Premier Fidel Castro’s gov- 
ernment ‘‘knows all about” the 
alleged expeditionary force and 
could defeat it with ease. 

Meanwhile, it was announced 
that 54 “‘counter-revolutionaries”’ 
have been arrested—30 in Pinar 
Del Rio, near Cuba’s western 
tip, and 24 in Guantanamo, the 
eastern town which adjoins the 
United States Navy's Cuban 
base.

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As a matter of fact, the front office looks a good deal 
like any other airplane—throttles and altimeters. Dials for 
this and that. 

“If the winds are right we will cruise at Mach 0.82,” said 
Bowen. ‘We carry three pilots and an engineer, instead of 
two pilots. 

“This is a safety factor in case one pilot gets sick. The 
third pilot—or what we call the second officer—is also able 
to fill in as engineer.” 

The general idea of this is that the jet is so much air- 
plane, they figure they have to have at least two well pilots.

The Boeing 707 jet is a lumbering giant, a block long, and 
has seats for 118 people (besides four stewardesses and three 
healthy pilots and an engineer).

“Mach 0.82,” 
said the little TWA book in the foxy pocket on back of 
the seat, “is 82 per cent of the speed of sound.” 

This works out at something fantastic like 585 miles 
per hour.

There has been a lot of talk lately 
of planes coming in with a hydraulic leak so that they could 
not get their wheels down. 

“Absolute nonsense,” said Bowen. He showed me a red 
crank in a case on the wall and flipped open three little 
floor plates. “‘We just take the crank and crank them down 
by hand.” , 

The crank opening and crank looked just exactly what I 
used to use on my Model 'T Ford. And ANYBODY could do 
that. In the midst of all that high-powered equipment, it gave 
me a great deal of confidence. 

And while I was full of confidence and broiled steak, we 
came whooshing down and landed in New York.

for Tourists 


COPENHAGEN, July 29. 

PICKED a very bad time to visit Denmark. The 
just lost to the Swedes in football, 6-0, the worst 
in years.

There is probably no 
country in Europe as 
friendly to foreigners 
(even Swedes) as Den- 
mark. As a matter of fact, 
many Danes who want 
good treatment in their 
own country pretend they 
are strangers. It usually 
works like a charm. 

Denmark is also the 
best organized country for 
visitors. For one thing 
they have a program 
called “Meet the Danes.” 
The idea behind it is that tourists very rarely have a chance 
to see a home in the country they’re visiting. The Danes de- 
cided something had to be done about this. Now any tourist 
who would like to meet a Danish family has ‘only to visit the 
Danish National Tourist Office and say he would like to pay 
a call on a doctor, lawyer, stamp collector, explorer, 
journalist, etc. The tourist office checks its files and calls 
the family and an appointment is arranged. There is no ob- 
ligation on anybody’s part. The hosts are as anxious to meet 
the tourists as the tourists are to meet them, and the pro- 
gram, which has been in existence for six or seven years, 
has been a tremendous success. No one has to be lonely in 
Denmark.

The Danes also were one of the first to catch on to 
the fact that parents would pay anything to unload their 
children if they could do so without breaking any laws. 


A tourist can put his child or children in a Children’s 
Hotel for the day, the week, or the month (ages 6 to 12) and 
not worry about them. They are not only fed and housed, 
but also given the time of their lives by counselors. There is 
also a Viking Camp on the sea where children can go for six 
weeks in the summer. 


Then there is the baby-sitting service. Young, beautiful 
Danish girl students are available for this type of work, and 
the only problem with the program so far has been that 
when the father sees the baby-sitter he doesn’t want to go out. 

The Danes have just been able to get a law through 
keeping nightclubs open until 5 in the morning. We asked a 
Danish friend why they did this. He replied: “It’s to keep 
people from watching television.” 

Since the nightclubs are now kept open until 5, the Danish 
Tourist Officer has a new slogan: ‘‘Have fun in Denmark 24 
hours a day and sleep in the other countries.”’ 


Of course, everyone is so friendly that there is al- 
ways a chance of hurting someone’s feelings. If you visit 
the Tuborg Brewery and the Carlsberg Brewery hears 
about it, you can get yourself in real trouble. A Carlsberg 
man will show up at the hotel and invite you to visit their 
brewery. 


If you’re reluctant to make the tour, he’ll point out that 
all the money made from Carlsberg beer goes to charity. 
The implication is if you don’t visit the Carlsberg plant 
you’re kicking widows and orphans in the teeth. 

After the end of each tour the visitor is given a bottle of 
beer as a reward. Many Swedes have tried to start the tour 
at the end, but as the head of one of the breweries told us, 
“even if we join the European Community Plan with the 
Swedes, they still will have to see the entire brewery like 
everybody else.”’ 

There is one thing to remember when visiting Denmark. 
The Danes are sneaky people. They will serve you a spread 
of 60 varieties of hors d’oeuvre, with schnapps and beer, and 
just when you think you're finished they'll start bringing out 
the hot dishes. That’s the way they are, and there is nothing 
you can do about them. 

Which brings us to this last piece of advice. If you're 
going to Denmark this summer, don’t take your own sand- 


wiches.

Gall Bladder Questions 


“DEAR DOCTOR: I had X-rays and they found a gall 
stone as large as a quarter. Is it possible to remove the 
stone and leave the gall bladder in? Why do they remove the 
whole thing? I have talked to people who had the gall blad- 
der removed and they warn me against it. They say they 
have to be very careful of their diet. If you have to stay on 
a diet, why not keep the gall stone and the gall bladder and 
save the money?—W.B.R.” 


I call those good questions. First: Why not take 
out just the gall stones and leave the gall bladder in? 
Sometimes this is done. Not frequently, but some- 
times it is possible. 


As a matter of fact, the doctor who examines you orig- 
inally may not always be able to tell which way it should be 
done. Sometimes the answer is clear-cut from the beginning. 
Sometimes a surgeon can’t tell until the operation has begun. 
Gall stones usually (not invariably) mean that the gall ‘blad- 
der itself is or has been inflamed. It may have thickened. 
In either case, the gall bladder itself has been damaged, and 
it is much safer to take it out than to run the strong risk 
that a second operation will be imperative later to remove it. 

Your second question: If you have to be on a diet any- 
way, why not keep the stones and the gall bladder? 

The answer is that (for one thing) if a small stone gets

WILLIAM VINCENT BYARS, 
a newspaper man, author and 
poet, was once named the most 
learned man in Missouri by a 
group of “cultured” contempor- 
aries. He started studying the 
works of the ancient and modern 
masters at the age of 5 in Tip- 
ton Male High School, Covington, 
Tenn., where his father was prin- 
cipal. He continued studying 
until his death in 1938 at 81. 

Today the 4000 books Byars 
accumulated — often by going 
without lunch, since he had to 
provide for 14 children—line the 
walls of most of the rooms of 
his old home at 425 North Tay- 
lor avenue, Kirkwood 

Five of his daughters still live 
in the old house he bought 70 
years ago. Four are spinsters 
and the fifth is a widow. They 
have cared tenderly for the 
books since their father’s death, 
taking them from their shelves 
once a year, dusting them and 
polishing their covers with shoe 
polish. 

“We find a big, old turkey 
feather duster is best,” said 
Mrs. Cara Byars Dawson, the 
widow, “‘and the shoe polish pre- 
serves them nicely, keeps them 
from drying out.” 

The books are in excellent 
condition, but “‘they are doing 
no one a bit of good just stand- 
ing there,” Mrs. Dawson said. 

The sisters have decided to get 
rid of them and they have had 
offers from out-of-state buyers. 
One buyer would take the works 
of Homer, another Plutarch’s 
Essays and another the 10 or 
12 dictionaries in English, Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew and German. 

“We don’t want to get rid of 
them that way,”’ Mrs, Dawson 
said: ‘‘We think they should be 
kept together and kept in Mis- 
souri. They belong in a univer- 
sity library where scholars can 
get fo them. They would be ex- 
cellent for reference. 

“We have talked with the li- 
brarian, David’ Kaser, at Wash- 
ington University and he was 
very anxious to get the books. 
But the university does not have 
funds for such purchases, even 
though it does not have many 
of the books we have. 

“So we decided to offer the 
collection to anyone who would 
keep it together and donate it 
to Washington University or 
some other university in Mis- 
souri.”” 

To the five sisters—the Misses 
Catherine, Mary, Mildred and 
Dorothy Byars and Mrs. Dawson 
—the books hold fond memories. 

“We can visualize our father 


reading them under a tree in 
the back yard in summer, or 
sitting before the fireplace in 
winter. There was nothing he 
liked better on Sunday after 
church than to make envelope 
covers for his books out of 
strong wrapping paper. He pol- 
ished the wrapping paper with 
shoe polish until it is like leath- 
er,”” Mrs. Dawson said. 

One of Dyars’s most fortu- 
nant purchases was made in 
a second-hand bookstore in Phila- 
delphia, when he wags working 
as a reporter on the old New 
York World for Joseph Pulitzer, 
founder of the Post-Dispatch and 
owner of the World. 


In this bookstore he bought for 
10 cents Homer’s Odyssey in 
Greek. He considered it a gem 
and wrote an essay about the 
book. The former owner was 
Lord Norbury of England, a 
judge who had sent a patriot to 
the gallows. In the margin of 
some of the pages can still be 
faintly seen penciled comments 
by Lord Norbury. 

One huge book, about the size 
of a bookkeeper’s ledger and 
twice as thick, is ‘“‘Carona Duo- 
decen Stellarium,” or ‘“‘Crown of 
Twelve Stars.”’ Byars, who was 
the first reporter in St. Louis 
to use a typewriter—and only be- 
cause his handwriting was so 
bad—carefully typed a label and 
attached it to the spine of the 
book. It states: 

“A yearbook of the gospels 
and epistles with versions from 
12 languages, commentaries by 
12 famous scholars and discours- 
es by 12 great preachers.” It is 
written in Latin, Greek, German 
and Hebrew. 

One of the commentators in 
“Crown of Twelve Stars” is Lau- 
rentius Valle, who lived in the 
1400s. Byars, in a footnote in the 
book says, ‘‘Valle surpassed all 
of his age in eloquence.”’ 

Another huge book is ‘The 
Onomastikon,’’ published in Am- 
sterdam, Holland in 1706, and 
written by Julius Pollux. Of this 
work Byars wrote: 

“This edition of The Onomas- 
tikon of Julius Pollux is classed 
in Knight’s English Cyclopedia, 
Biographical section, as one of 
the best. This copy is a fine ex- 
ample of honest Dutch book- 
making. ‘The Onomastikon’ is a 
model on which modern diction- 
aries of synonyms were first 
framed. 

“As words represent the hab- 
its of mind and conduct, which 
decide history, it is a ‘human 
document’ of the first rank in 
the study of antiquity, though of 
little practical value in learning 
the Greek language. The Latin 
translations accompanying the 


Greek are sometimes only para- 
phrase. 

“Pollux flourished under Mar- 
cus Aurelius, for the education 
of whose son, Commadus, Pollux 
seems to have been employed, 
writing ‘The Onomastikon’ as it 
were serially, a book at a time, 
for the young Caesar, whose 
subsequent reputation does not 
recommend this method for the 
education of the young.” 


Then, as a note to his chil- 
dren, he wrote: ‘As the book is 
now rare, PRESERVE IT. Such 
bookmaking is no longer pos- 
sible.’’ Following this are in- 
structions for removing the 
wrapping paper envelope so as 
not to harm the fine leather 
binding. 

One small thick book in the 
collection, “‘The Iliad’’ by 


Homer, in English, has this note 


on the inside of the cover: ‘This 
is the ninth book I bought when 
a boy with my first savings, 
part of which was earned by 
Sawing stove wood.” 

Another volume, “The Ac- 
curate Copy of All Known Alpha- 
bets in the World,” has in in- 
teresting penciled note on page 
216. It said: ‘“Sequoyah, a 
Cherokee Indian, born about 
1770, who lived in northern Ala- 
bama, invented an alphabet and 
a written language for his tribe. 
It consisted of 86 characters, 
each representing a syllable. A 
newspaper was ee in 1828 
partly in this character . 


Byars’ collection 1s over- 
powering. There’s a book on 
Gothic and Saxon Gospels; 
Bibles written in the language 
of the Choctaw and Ojibwa 
Indians; 40 translations of 
Horace; volumes of governor- 
ment surveys of Indian activi- 
ties at the time the ‘49ers 
started west for gold; books 
on St. Louis and Missouri his- 
tory, art and almost every 
subject imaginable. 


One volume is in Arabic. It 
appears to have been hand- 
written. 

Books line both sides of the 
fireplace in the living room and 
there are two huge bookcases in 
the dining room. A downstairs 
bedroom has bookcases from 
floor to ‘ceiling on two walls. 
There are books in two of the 
four upstairs bedrooms and in 
the upstairs hall. 

Miss Catherine Byars has 
made a cross index of all the 
volumes ‘and the index cards 
tell in which room and on which 
shelf each book may be found. 

“IT indexed them all except 
the ones I couldn’t read, such 
as those in Hebrew and Arabic,”’

He opened an office in the old 
Temple Building at Broadway 
and Walnut street. It was his 
hideaway. From there he wrote 
essays and poetry for Reedy’s 
Mirror and newspapers all over 
the country.

A fire destroyed his office and 
many of his reference books in 
1927. Most of his valuable col- 
lection was at his home.

Poetry was Byars’s first love.

His definition of 
poetry, written about 20 years 
before his death, wes ‘‘When- 
ever, in any language, words 
begin to suggest more of the 
truth than can be explained, de- 
fined or fully expressed at all, 
this is the beginning of poetry.”

Strange Madagascar Tests

ASIDE FROM TALES about 
a devil tree, Madagascar has 
much to offer the outside world. 
It has strange trees, strange ani- 


| mals and strange people. 


Madagascar is a large island, 
having almost two-thirds the 
area of the Province of Ontario. 
Most of the people are of the 
same stock as those of south- 
eastern Asia. They are especially 
like the Malays. 

That may seem astonishing, 
since the island is within easy 
range of Africa. There has been 
heavy immigration from Asia, 
and a form of the Malay lan- 
guage is the common speech. 

The residents include Negroes, 
and there has been some mixing 
of the races. The customs have 
arisen from Africa, as well as 
from southern Asia. 

France obtained control of 
Madagascar during the past 
century. Before that time, cu- 
rious customs existed when na- 
tives were tried for crimes. 
These practices have been car- 
ried out, since then, in some 


sections where the French 
have failed to enforce their 
laws. 


I am speaking, in particular, 
of the crocodile test and the 
poison test.
